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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hoffmann (US 5,982,884) in view of Lloyd et al. (US 6,127,802). The reference 
discloses a charger stand 1 for housing an appliance comprises, inter alia, a cover 7 fits 
over a base 5 and is secured to the base through a pivot support 29. The support 
further functions as feet to support the base. See figure 4. However the reference does 
not specifically disclose a latch and/or a groove as a secured means. The charger of 
Lloyd discloses a battery charger having a pocket to house a battery wherein the pocket 
is covered by a pivotable door 104. The door further has a retention latch 105, 109 to 
keep the door secured in a close position. See column 2, lines 50-55. Furthermore, a 
groove maybe provided to house a door in a sliding manner. See column 4, line 30. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
applied the teaching of Lloyd to the device of Hoffmann in order to provide a cover with 
a latch and/or a groove for the purpose of securely kept the door shut.
